All over the country the United States employment ser- 
vice offices are making the same report—refusal of many 
unemployeed persons to take jobs offered because the pay 
does not measure up to earnings they gained in extraordi- 
nary employment brought on by the war. Simply, men who 
worked in shipyards, many of them converted from ordi- 
nary laborers to skilled workers under pressure of wartime 
need, and paid big wages even while learning and unusually 
high wages theréafter, are unwilling to accept jobs at from 
60 cents to $1 an hour offered for labor ‘on farms and in 
industry. p 

The general story is that also of the United States em- 
ployment service office. in Bradenton. Men who performed 
farm and grove labor before the war and are badly needed 
in that work now, refuse to accept the wage—much higher 
for this class of workers than it was in 1940. They prefer to 


Reference to records at-the Bradenton office shows that 
more jobs\are offered than there are applications for jobs, 
Of course,\many jobs are for special skills and only. those 
having such skill can ‘fill them. But a good many men now 
idle would be earning good wages right along if they could 
be persuaded that it is a more sensible thing to be in gain- 
ful occupation at reasonable pay than to indulge in a fool? 
ish hope that wartime wages and jobs are coming back and 
that one is warranted to wait for the return.—Bradenton 
Herald.

Insurance Should 
Be Investigated 


J. Edwin ‘Larson, State Treasur- 
er and Insurance Commissioner, 
is launching a campaign designed 
to inform the citizens of Florida 
regarding the risk they are assum- 
ing in purchasing insurance from 
companies which are not licensed 
to do busMess in Florida. The 
Commissioner points out mainly 
that suit against non-admitted 
companies cannot be maintained 
in the Courts of Florida; that 
these companies pay no tax in 
Florida; and that many of the con- 
tracts: issued are very much limit- 
ed in the protection offered. 

Larson said, “These companies 
operate, through the mail and over 
radio and the only way to protect 
our people is through some pub- 
licity on the subject.’ I receive a 
great many complaints about
